WASHINGTON, Aug. 19.—{ Exclusive 
Dispatch.) Just before he left Wash- 
ington for his second speech-making 
tour of Vermont, Secretary Shaw se- 
verely disciplined several employés of 
the treasury for a form of misconduct 
which heretofore has not received at- 
tention from the head of the depart- 
ment. Several days ago the wives of 
a number of clerks called in a body 
upon the Secretary, and requested that 
an order be issued that there be with- 
held on every bay day a certain part 
of the husband's salary for the support 
of themselves and children. This 
caused Secretary Shaw to institute a 
rigid investigation into the conduct of 


‘clerks against whom the complaint was 


made, and when he learned that some 
of them were habitual poker players, 
while others were in the \habit of bet- 
ting on horse races he brought them 
up before him with a sharp turn. 

After delivering to them a severe 
fatherly lecture on the evils of gam- 
bling, he ordered the transfer of every 
one of them from the desks they now 
occupy; learned what their family ex- 
penses were, and cut their salaries with 
a view to their domestic needs. Then 
he warned them that if he heard of 
any of them wagering any part of their 
Salaries again he would promptly dis- 
charge them from the treasury. 

The effect of the Secretary's action in 
this case is. perceptible among others 
of the thousand treasury employés who 
are beginning to realize that Shaw is 
determined to enforce most rigid dis-

SAN FRANCISCO, Aug. 19.—Advices 
have reached this city from Honolulu, 
per steamer Alameda, of the murder of 
Capt. J. J. Jacobson, of the lumber 
schooner Fred J. Woods, by the cabin 
boy, a Japanese named Tanbara Gesa- 
boro. 8. Oto, the Japanese cook, is 
charged with being an accessory before 
the fact. The murder occurred on the 
high seas, July 30, the captain being 
stabbed with a butcher knife, 

The four-masted American schooner 
Fred J. Woods, bound from Portland 
to China with a cargo of lumber, an- 
chored off the port of Honolulu early 
on the morning of August 5, flying sig- 
nals of distress, and in charge of Mate 
H. Meyer. The custom officer who 
went out to her found Capt. J. J. 
Jacobson lying dead and mutilated, 
wrapped in a canvas shroud in the 
fore part of the vessel. The Japanese 
cabin boy, who had butchered the cap- 
tain, was in the hold, heavily ironed, 
with lumber piled all around him. The 
Japanese cook was found locked in a 
cabin. 

In another cabin, with her five- 
months-gid baby in her arms, and a 
twenty-one-months-old girl playing 
about her, was Mrs. Jacobson, the 
widow of the dead commander. The 
story of the murder, patched together 


from details given by different mem-. 


bers of the crew, is as follows: 

Both the cook and cabin boy were 
picked up in Portland. After sailing 
the cook and the bof refused to do 
any work that did not please them. 
Between 6:30° and 7 o'clock a. m., 
July 30, the captain went to the galley 
to learn why the boy had not done cer- 
tain work which had been ordéred. 
The commander found the boy sitting 
in the cook's galley, and when ques- 
tioned as to his negligence, he drew 
from under his coat a long butcher 
knife, and made a lunge at the captain. 
The latter got out of harm's way, and 
ordered the boy to give him the knife. 
At this command a small panel which 
is used to pass food from the cook's 
galley to the sailors’ quarters was 
opened by a French sailor named More. 

e saw the boy with the knife, and 
noticed that the captain had the boy 
by the shoulders, but More was power- 
less to go to the assistance of the com- 
mander, the hole being too all to 
allow his body to pass through. The 
cook was not in sight. 

The boy and Jacobson struggled to the 
donkey-room, where the passageway 
is only two and a half feet wide. The

The omission of Mr. Astor's name 
from the list of coronation honors de- 
spite his big gift to the nation, makes 
it almost certain now that he will 
never receive the title he is supposed 
to covet.

Attempt to Murder in 
Soldiers Home. 


Hospital Steward's Life

SOLDIERS’ HOME, Aug. 19.—Doubly 
deranged by liquor and an old wound 
in the head, Fred Gerant, a member 


Gerant made the round of the offices 
about 11 o’olock, threatening and 
grumbling in a chronic way which 
bored, hut did not alarm the forte, 
ag he has often in his irrational spelis 
given vent to his spleen in the same 
manner. 

About 11:30 oclocek he entered the 
hospital office through the side door, 
and finding Capt. Lasher seated at his 
desk, began hurling at him the foulest 
imprecations he could muster. The 

turned in his chair to face Ge- 
rant, but before he could rise the de- 
mented man whipped a revolver from 
his pocket and fired pointblank, at a 
distance of but a few feet from his 
intended victim, the bullet striking the 
fieshy part of the neck. Lasher stag- 
gered to his feet, but before he could. 
reach Gerant, four more shots had 
been fired a he fell unconscious by 
the side of a table. Of the last shots 
three took effect in the officer's legs, 
making only superficial wounds. The 
fourth struck the wall, and passing 
through a heavy partition, came out 
in the surgeon's room. | 

The would-be murderer walked cool- 
ly into the haliway and gave himself 
up immediately, apparenthy in the san- 
est and calmest of mental states, and 
remarked composediy that the only 
thing which bothered him then was the 
fact that he had failed. in getting the 
rest of the staff, beginning with Gen. 


nge. 
Maj. . E. Hasse, surgeon-in- charge, 
and Assistant Surgeon Burton, made a 
hurried examination and found the only 
serious wound to be that made by the 
first ball. The missile had been de- 
flected by the muscles and ligaments, 
and in passing down grazed the top of 
the left lung. Notwithstanding the se- 
rious nature of the wound and the re- 
cipient’s advanced years Capt. Lasher 
bore up remarkably well, d is rest- 
ing easily this evening, ho 
course in a very precarious 
tion, as the crisis of the case 
yet arrived. 

Although Capt. Lasher has been con- 
nected with the Home little more than 
a year, he has made many warm 
friends, and the conduct of his of- 
fice has been exemplary. So far as is 
known he has not an enemy and had 
no cause to have any, and profound 
sympathy is expressed in all quarters. 

t. Lasher served through the Civil 
War with the One Hundred and Six- 
ty-second New York Volunteer Infan- 
try, and afterward had several enlisi- 
ments in the regular service. He is a 
little over 55 years of age, 4 year 
younger than his assailant. 

erant is a veteran of the Civil 
War also, and has spent some time in 
the marine service. While in the army 
he received a serious head wound from 
a fragment of shell, which has made 
him subject to irrational fits ever since. 
Every slight indulgence in liquor has 
served, as it did today, to throw him 
completely off his mental balance. By 
many of the attachés he has long 
been regarded as a fit subject for the 
insane asylum. 

Gerant was arrested this afternoon 
by the civil authorities and taken to 
Santa Monica, where, before Justice 
Guidinger, he was formally charged 
with assault with intent to commit 
murder.

Senator W. A. Clark, who is now at 
his mines at Jerome, seems confident 
that the fire in the mine will be mas- 
tercd in a short time. News from the 
camp is to the effect that since leav- 
ing this city last week he has com- 
pleted arrangements for an immense 
plant to be constructed at once that 
will generate carbonic acid gas to be 
pumped into the mine for the purpose 
of extingui#hing the Smoullering fire 
that has teen raging for years and re- 
cently broke out wo than ever.

The fire in the Jerome mine has at- 
tracted widespread attention among the 
mining men in this rt of the coun- 
try, as*it is one of the few copper 
mines wih a fire record, In this case 
u is the ore itself that has furnished 
the fuel. The fire on this property has 
already resulted in the loss of several 
hundred thousand dollars.

Whittier orange ranches were 
untouched by frost last winter, and 
the crop shows no signs ot the drop- 
ping complained of by so many grow- 
ers in other sections. Add to this 
the statement that in many of the or- 
chards the young fruit is going to be 
much earlier than usual—in time for 
the holidays, a good deal of it—and 
the reason for the ranchers’ smile is 
plainer still.
